The permanent clerkship in our office became vacant in July last, and at our meeting 
held on the 19th of that month we appointed Mr. Arthur 0. Ellis, Trinity College, 
Dublin, to the position. Mr. Ellis has since satisfied the Civil Service Commissioners 
that he possesses the requisite knowledge and ability for the due discharge of the 
duties of his office, and he has obtained the usual Civil Service Certificate to that 
effect.

Compared with the year 1905 our gross income from all sources shows an increase 
of £165 Eor this increase Dividends and Miscellaneous Eeceipts are responsib e, 
improvement under these headings being £31 and £143 respectively. Rents on W 
other hand show a falling off of £9. The increased revenue from Dividends is dum 
the change of investments mentioned below, while a refund of Income ax o 
Commissioners’ property-for the first time paid direct to the Board-has swollen 
Miscellaneous Eeceipts. 

Our expenditure on Estate outgoings, costof management, &c., was £252 
that for the previous year. It is to be borne in mind, however, that the outgoi g 
1 905 were unusually heavy, owing to the fact that a Bill of Costs or an o ’ 

extending over a lengthened period, was paid in that year. As the resu o i ^ 

income and decreased outgoings we were able to apply £116 more to ecluca 10 ^ 

in 1906 than in 1905, and at the same time to show larger credit balances a 
the year. 
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Our Gross Income for the year exceeded our Total Expenditure by £219, and the sum Balances, 
total of our net credit balances on December 31,1 906, was accordingly greater by that 
amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the previous year. 

Pursuing the course which we had adopted, with satisfactory results, in 1905, we sold c 
afurther sum of £5,000 Consols and applied the proceeds to the purchase of £4,000 Great ^ & ' 
Southern and Western Railway 4 per cent. Guaranteed Preference Stock, and £8 8s. 11 d. 

Bank of Ireland Stock. The effect of the change has been an increase of £36 per annum 
to the Endowments interested. This result we regard as satisfactory, and we intend to 
proceed still further in changing the nature of the Board’s Securities on the recurrence 
of a favourable market. That we have ample scope for such action will be seen from 
the fact that we still hold some £39,500 Guaranteed Land Stock and £7,700 Consols. 

Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

The Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments continue, on the whole, General, 
to be efficiently conducted. The Returns dealing with the School Rolls, the Educa- 
tional Results, and the condition of the School Buildings are, speaking generally, 
of a satisfactory character. For full particulars on these points we would refer to 
the Reports of our Secretary who, as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited the various 
Schools last autumn. These Reports will be found in Appendix C, infra, pp. 23—28. 

The total number on the School Rolls for the year 1905-6 shows a substantial increase Numbers, 
as compared with the number for the year 1904-5 ; the Returns giving a total of 705 in 
September, 1906, as against 679 in September, 1905. The principal cases of variation 
in individual School Rolls are Armagh Royal School, St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, 

Dungannon Royal School, and St. Patrick s Academy, Dungannon, which show increases 
of 19, 11, 5, and 5 respectively, and in Cavan Royal School and St. Macarten’s Seminary 
Monaghan, which show decreases of 5 and 7 respectively. The number of pupils entered 
for the Intermediate Examinations in 1906 was 436, as against 381 in 1905. It will thus 
be observed that the Returns for 1906 show a marked improvement on those for 1905, 
not only as to the School Rolls, but also as to the number entered for the Inter- 
mediate Examinations. It is further satisfactory to note that the increase in the 
number of candidates at the Intermediate Examinations is proportionately greater than 
that of the School Rolls. 

The standard of efficiency as tested by the Intermediate Examinations, continues Efficiency, 
creditable, and when compared with the general efficiency of schools throughout the 
•country— as shown by the same test— is highly satisfactory. In the Ulster Schools the 
percentage of Passes is 70'6, while for Ireland generally it is 62-8. It will thus 
be seen that the special Schools with which we are dealing have more than held their 
own during the past year ; the particular and general results being as 70 is to 62, 
whereas in the previous year they were as 71 is to 68. 

The state of the school buildings generally is fairly satisfactory. For many years School Premia 
an exce pMon had to be made in the case of St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, which, 

® takings, equipment, and sanitary arrangements left much to be desired. However^ 

» his last Report as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, our Secretary states “ I am glad 
i0 be able to say that with the close of the year 1905-6, the' necessity for such an 
Weption ceases. A new College, suitable in every way, has been erected and 
«ough the workmen have not yet left the building there are already more than fifty 
Papils on the rolls.” J 

We are satisfied that all the schools (eleven in number) selected by the Local Boards ‘■tJithlMed 
education have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to qualify theiS Schools." 
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to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We accepted as evidence of 
this qualification the certificate of the Lord Lieutenant's Inspector, who visited each of 
the schools in September, 1906, and who, in his report dated October 4, 1906, states :— 

“ I beg to report the compliance by each of the schools with the requirements of the 
Scheine in respect of the school year ended August 1, 1906.” 

"We print infra pp. 30-43, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards of Education. 
The amount distributed between those Boards for .the benefit of their respective School 
Districts was £2,914, allocated as follows :-Armagh, £440 ; Cavan, £235 ; Donegal, 
£210 ; Fermanagh, £871 ; and Tyrone, £1,158. 

We paid, in addition, to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board and to the Fermanagh 
Roman Catholic Board, the income of their respective Building Funds ; to the Fer- 
managh Protestant Board the rent received for “ Portora Point; and to each of the 
local Boards its proportion of the sum recovered from the Inland Revenue Authorities 
in respect of Income Tax paid on the various Endowments in the hands of the Com- 
missioners. 

Other Endowments. 

Preston Endowment. — The gross income of this Endowment for the year, including 
dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Queen’s County Schools, 
and small Miscellaneous Receipts, was £860 Ss. 6 d„ which is less than that of the 
previous year by the small sum of £11 10s. Od. The amounts paid to the several 
Schools having claims on the Endowment were as follows King’s Hospital, 
Oxmantown, £55 7s. Id. ; Preston School, Navan, £246 19». 3d. ; and Preston School, 
Abbeyleix, £222 7s. 5 d. 

Preston School, Navan.— The Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which we 
print infra, page 29, states that “the work seems to be satisfactorily done in the 
School ” We would, however, call attention to the fact that, according to the Return 
for 1906 the number ’on the Roll was 22, and the number who passed the Intermediate 
Examinations was 4,— the total number presented— and we have again to express the 
opinion that these, results are not all that could be desired. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix— We print infra, page 29, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The Intermediate Results are satisfactory, 9 
having passed out of 13 who were presented. The School Roll, however, is still weak, 
only numbering 22, as in the previous year. 

Carysfort Endowment.-The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
Endowment still continues to be five, two being under Protestant and three under 
Roman Catholic management. The total sum available for educational purposes was 
£102, which we divided equally between the two religious denominations. 

Speaking generally, the educational efficiency of those Schools may be described as 
fairly satisfactory. In one case, in which the School Premises are reported as being 
“ quite unsuitable,” we have given instructions to have improvements effected. 

The Lea my Endowment, Limerick. -During the year we distributed between the 
Beamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £244 10s. 9 d. The two Schools sharing 
in the Endowment, continue to be conducted in a satisfactory manner, as shown by the 
Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which is given infra, p. 29. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk— three Schools established their 
claim to share in this Endowment, namely St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for twen J- 
three pupils • the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for twenty-one pupils ; and Christian 
Schools, Dundalk, for one pupil. We divided the sum of £52 10s. between them, m 
proportion to those numbers. 
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Bank’s Endowment, Eyrecourt.-Tde Trustees „f this Endowment again failed to 
submit Plan for its application, and having consulted the Manager of Eyrecourt 
National School, m accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, we decided to continue 
he application of the funds to the same purpose to which they had been applied in 
lie our prpeedingye™^ to the teaching of such technical subjects as Shirt making 
K “t rfh * hat T S f ° o1 - Tlle SHm available was £15 10a.

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Arrears . — At the date of rendering the accounts the total amount of arrears due on 
the various estates stood at £3,034 6s. Id. as compared with £2,376 4s. lit!, in the 
previous year, and for this large increase Cappaloughlin and Tyrone are accountable. 
In the case of the former estate the increased arrear (£650) was inevitable, as the 
arrangements for sale, now concluded, put a stay on all rent collection. Tyrone estate- 
shows an increase of £126 in arrears, but shortly after rendering his annual return the 
Agent informed us that he had reduced the amount by £72. Armagh, on the o er 
hand, shows a marked improvement, the former arrears of £63 having been reduced to- 
£25. 

Ccmpalonghlm ScA.-~The tenants, with one exception, on our Cappaloughlin and 
Ballyroan estate have signed agreements for the purchase of tneir holdings undei the- 
Irish Land Act of 1903. The following are the terms 

(1) Twenty-two and twenty-four years' purchase of first and second tern, rents respectively i 

(2) A year's rent to be added to the purchase money, fa settlement of arrears, and the hanging half- 

year’s gale to be wiped out ; 

(S) An allotment of turbary to be made to each tenant ; those who do not already enjoy free turbary to- 
pay a reasonable price for their lots ; 

(4) Tenants to pay four per cent, interest on purchase money until completion of sale. 

All which we have the honour to submit to Tour Excellency as our Report in the 
premises.

II. 

DETAILED REPORT OF THE LORD LIEUTENANT’S INSPECTOR. 

Scheme No. 34. — Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

I . — Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Meetings were regularly held, and the attendance of members was, on the whole, fairly good, 
though I note that one gentleman failed to attend a single meeting during the year. 
Considering the financial condition of the Board, much has been done for the school since 
the date of my last inspection. 

Armagh .Royal School. . -.,1011 a 

A verv pleasing increase (nearly 30 per cent.) has taken place in the school Roll, and 
the percentage of Intermediate “Passes’ has also improved. A creditable number 
of distinctions has been obtained— principally in Languages. Mathematics, in the 
Preparatory Grade, would seem to demand more attention. On the whole the Head Master 
can show very good results for his two years’ work. 1 was sorry to note that there were 
no applicants for the Free Places offered under Section 59 of the Scheme. 

The interior of the school premises has been done up, with pleasing effect ; also one °f the 
dormitories. The bathroom on the ground floor is in bad condition, and the entrance hall 
needs plastering. 


II. — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Five meetings were held during the year, and the attendance was good, six being the average 
number present at each meeting. The provisions of the scheme have been duly observed. 


St. Palmck’s College, Armagh. . ,. . 

The School Roli and the percentage of Intermediate “ Passes show very little variation from 
those of last year, which were themselves a distinct advance 011 the previous record. 
Classics usually a strong point with this establishment, exhibited weakness; while 
Mathematics, on the other hand, formerly far from brilliant, showed much improvement. 
The Drawing specimens submitted to me were undated. In future the work should bear 
date of execution. There were four candidates for Free Places, and the highest marks 
obtained reached the creditable standard of 77 per cent. ... 

A much needed extension of the school premises has taken place since my last visit. A 
new wing has been added, comprising a magnificent dormitory and study hall, and the 
congestion formerly prevailing has been thus relieved. The recreation grounds too are 
being much improved. 


III._ Cavan Protestant Board of Education. . , ,,... . 

I am 'dad to note that this Board is considering the advisability of co-opting additional 
members under Section 22 of the Scheme. Not that the present members are inefficient 
or careless — quite the contrary. But I am influenced by the hope that if the principle of 
co-option be judiciously exercised the result may be an increased School Roll, which is, in 
my opinion, the pressing need of the school. The records of the Board are very fully and 
very accurately kept, and the requirements of the Scheme have been duly fulfilled. 


Cavan Royal School. T , , ,, 

The School Roll has suffered a shrinkage of five, which it could ill afford. But the 
Intermediate “ Passes” have improved by five per cent., and the improvement would have 
been much more marked were it not for the hard luck which some of the pupils experienced 
in English Literature and Composition. Last year’s Preparatory Grade Class is a promising 
one judging by the good all round marks obtained. With regard to the diminished number 
of pupifs in attendance, I reported as follows to the Commissioners of Education in 
Ireland ; — “ As previously stated, Cavan Royal School and St. Patrick’s Academy, 
Dungannon, leave much to be desired in the strength of their School Rolls, the attendance 
of pupils at each school bearing no proportion to the educational facilities afforded.” It is 
for the members of the Local Board, each in his own district, tc strive to remedy this state 
of affairs. There was no competition in connection with the Free Places offered under 
Section 59, there being only one candidate. The premises are in good order. 


JV.— Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. . 

A vacancy at present exists on this Board owing to the death of the Most Rev. Dr. M Ginnis, 
Bishop of Kilmore. When the new Bishop has been appointed, he will, ex officio, fill the 
vacancy. The Statutory meetings were held, and the attendance of members was good. 


St. Patrick’s College , Cavan. 

More than once I expressed the opinion that the Teaching Staff of the College was 
insufficient, and I am pleased to be able to report that the Local Authorities have at 
last been converted to my view.

Again has this School presented its full Intermediate Roll (53) to examination, and the 
percentage of “ Passes ” is 88-6, that is 88-6 of its total Intermediate Roll, a result which, from 
this point of view, entitles St. Macarten’s to first place amongst the Schools sharing in 
the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The quality and quantity of the distinctions, too, 
are such as to place St. Macarten’s in the forefront of Ulster Intermediate Schools, and 
of Diocesan Seminaries generally throughout the country. Such failures as there were, 
occurred in Languages, although, strange to say, only one pupil failed in English Literature 
and Composition. There was very keen competition for the valuable Free Places offered ; 
the candidates numbering 23, the most successful of whom scored 80 per cent. 

St. Michael’s School, Enniskillen. 

The School Roll has increased by one since last year, but there is room for a much larger 
increase, which I hope soon to see realised. The percentage of Intermediate Passes is 
highly creditable, being 82-1, that is the third highest of the Schools with which we are 
dealing. There was no applicant for the Free Places offered. Discipline might be 
improved ; during my visit there was a constant stream of boys seeking leave to absent 
themselves from the classrooms. There is surely no need for this, and in a well ordered 
school it should not be tolerated. 

The walls of the classrooms need re colouring, and the sanitary arrangements demand a 
thorough overhauling. They are poor in character and decidedly ill-kept. 

IX. — Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

Five meetings were held during the year, but it cannot be said that the attendance was mor 
than fair, as many as three members failing to attend a single meeting. The interests of 
the School, however, are well looked after, and the many calls which the up-keep of the 
premises necessitate, are responded to as far as the resources of the Local Board will allow. 

Dungannon Royal School. 

The School Roll shows a slight increase, and the percentage of Intermediate “Passes ” a slight 
decrease on those of last year. The distinctions obtained were many and marked, and the 
results in Experimental Science were particularly satisfactory. The Free Places offered 
attracted seven candidates, the most successful of whom scored 80 per cent. The attend- 
ance of day pupils was very regular, which is all the more creditable seeing that many of 
the pupils reside at long distances from the school. The results in the Girls’ Department were 
not up to the expectations of the Principal (Miss M'Dermott), but, in my opinion, they are 
satisfactory. 

The premises are in fair order ; but, being old, they need constant attention. In the Boys’ 
Department the walls of the Assistant-Masters’ quarters should be done up, and the 
flushing of the out-door w.c.’s is insufficient. In the Girls’ Department increased sanitary 
arrangements have been provided. The J unior Class-room sadly needs refreshing, and there 
are marked signs of dampness in the Principal’s drawingroom. 

X. — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

One vacancy exists on this Board owing to the non-attendance of the representative from the 
Diocese of Clogher. The statutory meetings were held, and I am glad to be able to report 
a very marked improvement in the matter of attendances. The accounts were not written 
up to date on the occasion of my visit. For this, however, I make every allowance, owing 
to the sad bereavement which the Hon. Secretary met with earlier in the year. 

St. Patrick's Academy , Dungannon. * 

I am pleased to be able to report an increase in the School Roll, which, as I said last year, is 
“ all St. Patrick’s requires to make it an absolute success.” The increase alluded to (five) 
is by means all that I could desire, but I shall be much mistaken if the coming year does 
not witness a still further and more pronounced increase. The percentage of “ Passes” is 
exactly the same as last year, namely 88 8, which is the highest gained by any of the 
schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. In the Boys’ Department 21 
were presented and 21 passed, while out of the total number of subjects in which those 21 
candidates were examined there were only 4 failures — 3 in History and Geography, and 1 
in Book-keeping. This is distinctly a good record. The Girls’ Department was not quite 
so successful, and by a strange coincidence the majority of the failures occurred in the 
subjects just mentioned, viz., Histox-y and Geography, and Book-keeping. 

The premises ai - e in splendid condition. The water supply, however, seems to be scarcely 
sufficient.
